Original Deed: Hayti Cemetery

This Indenture made the 26th day of February in the year of our Lord 1839 Between Charles Brown of the 
Township of Marple in the County of Delaware and State of Pennsylvania, Coloured man and Maria his 
wife of the one part, and William Sadler of Springfield in said County, Absalom Lockwood of Upper 
Providence in said County, Robert Warrick of Ashtown in said County, and Selby Howard of Middletown 
Township in the County aforesaid, all Coloured men of the other part. Witnesseth that the said Charles 
Brown and Maria his wife for and in the consideration of the sum of Ten dollars lawful money of Penna. 
To them in hand paid by the said William Sadler, Absalom Lockwood, Robert Warrick, and Selby 
Howard, at and before the ensealing and delivery hereof the receipt whereof they do hereby acknowledge 
Have granted, bargained, sold, Aligned, Scoffed, released, and confirmed and by these presents do grant, 
bargain, sell, alien, enscoff, release, and confirm unto the said William Sadler, Absalom Lockwood, and 
Selby Howard, parties of the second part hereto, and the survivors and survivor of them and their heirs 
and assigns of such survivor forever all that Lot or piece of ground with the Meeting House thereon 
erected situate in the Township of Marple in the County of Delaware aforesaid, bounded and limited as 
follows to wit. Beginning at a stone a comer of Lands of William Beatty, George B. Allen, and George 
Ambrose, thence in a line of said Beatty’s land South 51 degrees West 5 perches to a stone a corner of 
other lands of the said Charles Brown thence by the same South 47 degrees East 2 perches to a stone ina 
line of the said George Ambrose’s land thence in the said line of Ambrose’s land North 47 degrees West 2 
perches to the place of beginning containing 10 square perches be the same more or less. Being a part of 
the same premises which Thomas Rudolph and Hannah his wife by their Indenture duly executed bearing 
date the 31st day of the 3rd month Anno Domini 1834 for the consideration therein mentioned did grant 
and confirm unto the said Charles Brown in fee as in and by the said recited Indenture to be recorded 
reference being thereunto had will appear. Together with the right liberty and privilege to the said parties 
of the 2nd part hereto and the survivors and survivor of them and the heirs and assigns of such survivor 
forever of a passage way 3 feet in width from the southwest corner of the said lot _ the land of the said 
Charles Brown and along the line of said Beatty’s land to the gate where the said Brown goes out into the 
Public road. And together with all and singular the buildings, improvements, ways, woods, waters, 
Rights, liberties, privileges, hereditaments, and appurtenances whatsoever thereunto belonging or in any 
wise appertaining. And the Reversions and remainders, rents, issues, and profits thereof and all the Estate, 
right, title, interest, property claim and demand whatsoever of them the said Charles Brown and Maria his 
wife in law or Equity or or otherwise howsoever, of in, to or out of the said hereby granted promises and 
every part thereof. To have and to hold the said Meeting House and Lot of Ground above described... 
(more redundant script continues...) In trust nevertheless and upon the special confidence that they the 
said William Sadler, Absalom Lockwood, and Selby Howard... shall and will hold the said Meeting 
House and Lot of Ground... to the proper use and benefit of the African Union Church as a place for the 
performance of Divine Worship and a part of the Ground to be used for burial purposes (more redundant 
script continues).
